Bill to Create a Benefit 


Representative Wheeler has introduced 


• bill to provide a fnnd for the relief ot 
the injured and disabled employe* of the 
railway mail service of the United state*. 
According to the provision* of the meas- 
ure, beginning with the commencement 
ot the first fiscal year after the approval 
of the act and regularly thereafter there 
shall ba withheld from the salary of 
every person employed in the class R.M. 
3. by any title or in any capacity what- 
soever, except these not paid out ot the 
appropriation for clerk hire, a sum equal 
to 1 per cent per annum ot the amount 
ot his salary as fixed by the postmaster 
general in pursuance to law, which shall 
constitute a fund to be known as the 
'Railway mail service relief fnnd," and 
>e retained in the treasury or snbtrea- 
snry of the United States for the relief 
of injured and d.eablecl employee of said 
service.

Preparing to Organize a Constitu- 


tional Government, 


MEETING OF THE AMEXiTlOH GLOB. 


The Various Organizations Favorable to 


the Provisional Government to Unite 


in One Powerful and Influential 


Party—Proposed Platform.

SAN 
FRANCISCO, 
March 
8.—The 


schooner Transit arrived from Hono- 
lulu at 11 o'clock yesterday morning, 
bringing advices to February 20. Ad- 
vices sent by the Oceanic, on the 15th 
ult., reported important action having 
been taken by the provisional govern- 
ment in the matter of preparing for a 
constitutional convention to organize 
a representative government 
This 


was followed, on the 17th, after an 
evening meeting- of the Annexation 
club, by action or. t!-» part of the lead- 
ing members of the club as citizens, 
organizing1 formally as a 
political 


party in support of the government. 
Resolutions were passed deprecating 
a division of the annexationists into 
leogues of clubs, and advising the 
whole body of loyal annexationists to 
form one broad party. A preliminary 
committee of thirteen was appointed 
to take charge of the formation of the 
new party. 


The committee met on the 13th and 


organized plans for the appointment 
of national, district and island com- 
mittees. Their work was continued 
on the ]9th. 


This movement embraces all classes 


and divisions hitherto arising among 
supporters of the provisional govern- 
ment. It is fully expected to super- 
sede and displace all separate political 
action in the American league, or Ger- 
man and Portuguese organization. 


This party organization is independ- 


ent of the annexation clubs. While the 
aforesaid leagues have served to stimu- 
late political activity, the new party or- 
ganization is expected to absorb their 
political functions in the future. 


The platform of principles has been 


substantially agreed upon, as follows: 


1. To support the provisional government. 
2. To resist the restoration of the monarchy 
3. To establish a practicable form of repre. 


sentative government. 


4. The government to be united as soon a? 


possible -with that of the United Statea 


5. A liberal policy in disposing of public 


lands in small tracts to actual settlers and dis- 
couraging large speculative holdings 


6. Revision of the taxation system, large es- 


tates to bear their proper share of the public 
burdens. 
7. Favors immigration of Portuguese and 


other whites to replace the Asiatics. 
8. Noclass legislation discriminating against 


any class of loyal citizens. 


9. A liberal system of productive public 


works. 


10. Needed labor and material for public 


service not to be imported from abroad if pro- 
curable here. 


11. No prison labor to be employed In me- 


chanical work. 


12. No person to be employed by the govern- 


ment unless loyal to It. 
The organization of the new party 


is eminently satisfactory to the gov- 
ernment and its active supporters. 


POMjARD-BRECKINRIOGE. 


The Trial of tha Oaso Begun To-Day, 


Unless the Defense Secured An- 
other Postponement. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The trial of 


the suit brought against Congressman 
William C. P. Breckinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, by Madeline M. PolTard, for 
breach of promise, and in which is in- 
volved the charge of seduction, begins 
this morning in this city. Col. Enoch 
Totten, one of Col. Breckinridge's 
counsel, is ill in Florida, and as he will 
not retarn to Washington for a week, 
it is likely thai his associate, Col. Phil 
Thompson, Jr., of Kentucky, will ask 
for a postponement, but it is believed 
the court will not grant the request 
unless the counsel for the plaintiff 
consent as a matter of courtesy, and 
this they are not disposed td do, in 
view of previous delays. 


Miss Pollard is represented by Hon. 


Jere Wilson and Mr. Calderon Carlisle. 


Mr. A. A. Wilson, the marshal of the 


District of Columbia, has received hun- 
dreds of applications for seats at the 
trial, but he has taken no action con- 
cerning them. Lawyers are showing a 
great deal of interest in the legal battle 
that will be fought, and'many of them, 
anticipating a crowd, have applied for 
reserved seats in the space reserved for 
the bar. In view of these applications, 
Marshal Wilson has asked the judge 
oi the District supreme court to allow 
the largest court room in their juris- 
diction to be used, and the request will 
be granted. This chamber, known as 
criminal court room No. l,was used for 
the trial of Guitcau.
